This  issue  is  a 
little  irregular,  therefore:  it  covers  the  balance  of  the  month  of 
June,  and  includes  only  two  and  a  half  weeks. 

\ou  may  notice  a  few  other  irregularities,  too.  The  cover  shows 
the  KPFA  staff  in  the  euphoria  induced  by  the  Marathon — a 
euphoria  which  feels  good,  but  which  makes  it  difficult  to  put 
out  the  best  possible  Folio  while  recovering  from  the  most  ex- 
citing week  in  many  of  our  memories  at  the  station.  We'll  be 
back  to  normal  in  the  next  issue. 
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Dear  Subscriber: 


The  immediate  result  of  the  Marathon  is  a  tremendous  feeling  of  relief  from 
daily  anxieties.  We  can  meet  payroll;  we  can  buy  tape;  we  can  print  the 
Folio.  At  this  writing  we  don't  have  a  final  report,  but  one  will  be  forth- 
coming to  our  subscribers  as  soon  as  we  have  all  of  the  returns.  The  figure 
will  be  close  to  $52,000  in  pledges. 

Every  mail  brings  in  money  pledged,  and  of  course  this  saves  us  work  and 
expense,  so  we  hope  you  will  not  wait  for  us  to  contact  you. 

We  have  considerable  numbers  of  barter  items  which  were  not  sold.  We  will 
announce  the  ones  still  available  soon.  As  we  work  through  the  confusion  of 
matching,  cross  checking,  and  notifying,  we  need  your  patience.  We  will  get 
it  done  I  But  the  100  wild  hours  threw  our  whole  station  out  of  gear,  and  we 
need  time  to  clear  things  up. 

What  will  we  do  with  the  money?  I  am  being  as  conservative  as  my  nature  per- 
mits in  deciding  how  it  shall  be  spent.  Certain  things  we  will  have  to  do. 
We  must  pay  our  back  bills.  At  this  point  these  amount  to  more  than  830,000. 
There  will  be  a  very  modest  and  long  overdue  salary  increase  for  some  of  the 
staff  members.  The  rest  will  be  used  to  buy  soire  essential  equipment  and  to 
keep  our  budget  balanced  during  1966. 

The  Marathon  was  exciting  and  effective.  Time  alone  will  tell  the  long  term 
effect  it  will  have.  Some  nagging  questions  are  posed,  such  as,  "Will  there 
be  a  drop  in  the  regular  expected  income?"  "Will  the  new  subscribers  renew 
so  that  the  true  base  of  continuing  support  will  be  broadened?"  "Will  you 
and  we  be  able  to  build  on  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  not  coast  back 
into  the  bog  of  deficit  operation?" 

I  will  resist  the  pressures  to  "go  stereo."  While  it  may  be  wise  and  necessary 
sometime  in  the  future,  I  will  not  spend  the  $20,000  necessary  for  such  a  move 
now  because  at  the  moment  we  are  a  little  ahead.  At  this  point  I  am  not  con- 
vinced that  it  would  bring  in  a  substantial  number  of  new  subscribers. 

In  my  judgment  there  were  three  important  values  evidenced  by  the  Marathon: 
1)  We  know  there  are  a  great  number  of  listeners  who  feel  it  highly  important 
that  we  continue  to  broadcast.  2)  The  spirit  of  good  will  inside  and  outside 
the  station  has  not  diminished.  3)  No  matter  how  serious  the  world  problems 
are,  it  does  all  of  us  good  to  be  laughably  human. 

Our  thanks  for  your  support  will  be  our  using  your  help  responsibly  to  be  the 
best  radio  station  in  the  country.  Our  reward  and  yours  will  be  meriting  your 
continuing  help  and  enthusiasm.  Hurray  for  all  of  us  J
